substitutions thereof, a lipid complex and pharmaceutical composition thereof.

Applicants understand that their 
election of species is being made solely to facilitate examination of the application and that 
they are entitled to consideration of additional species upon allowance of a generic claim. 

Applicants expressly reserve the right to pursue the non-elected subject matter in a 
subsequent continuation and/or divisional application.
